The Oscar Schmidt compeny would sel the instruments to door to door salesmen for three 
dofars. The salesmen would market the instrument as easy to master, Claiming I wes designed to 
be kamed in a day. The mast common retail price for a ukelin in the 1920's and 1990's was 
twelve dollars. Another company, Marxochime, offered a nearly identical product m the same 
fashion (both companies claimed the offer had stolen ther idea, and the Marxochime company 
has a patent from 1925, alfmough they claimed it was fled frst). The door to door campaign by 
both companies caused Harry West to prodaim “the countryside was Maraly saturated wth then.” 
ubolins in 1964 when Ginn Peterson, the 
last surviving male descendent of Oscar Schmitt and then haad of te company, halted 
production because he was distressed over the unethical practices of hts salesmen. The 
Mamochime Company produced instruments as late as 1988 

Another fancid violin type lestrument is the Sirch jor Phono} vidlin. The Sirah violin is 
essentaly a violin that has had & body reptaced with a phonograph resonator and hom, thus 
eaming It the name “Phono-Violn.” Its other name is in honor of its inventor Matias Augustus 
Stroh, who patented it in 1899. This instrument was designed t be played ower the radia; the 
tones of 3 standard violin would decay to the point of being unrecognizable when played through 
the unstable microphones af the day. The phonograph hom was used for amplification, 
Crcumvendng a microphone and amplifier, and onty needing a recording microphone.

The 
Mardanger fiddle is connected to the supematucal in Norse foltiore. The courttry has many tries of 
fiddlers going into hypnotic tances and playing for daps. 

The fikdie’s primary purpose is to be played for istaners, especially dancers. It can be used 
for southem (European) ances such #3 waltzes, but has @ stronger te to the regional dances of 
Norway. Each provinor has a detinct style of dance. to go along with is ancestral tunes. 

A cousin of the Hardanger fiddie is the viola d'amore. The viet d'amore dates Deck 1 at least 
fe party seventpanh century. t's & many stringed vio’, having sometimes more then sevan

*ol lowe” but “of the moors,” maaning of Turkish or Persian ongin. The traditional shape of the 
sound holee—sesembling a sword or flame of Islam supports this theory. The modem form af the 
instrument Gates back to at least the 1700's. Leopard Mazart mentions @ as the eleventh type of 
violin in his 1758 work “A Traatise on the Fundamental Principtes of Violin . 

Mouse! described the instrument as having six gut strings, the lower free of which are wound 
above the bridge; and six steel strings below the bridge. He praised the unique buzzing of the 
instrument ss “especially charming fp the stiliness of the evening” 

This is predated by Vivaldi who composed six solo sonatas for he viola d'amore beginning around 
1708 or possibly even earter. 
The viola damors has more then 30 diferent tucings, each of which hes variations 
depending on the nurnber of strings, the style of music: 
Being played, he training of the musician in queston 
and countess other varations. Many pieces 
composed for the instrument also had 4 new tuning 
levered by the composer expressly for the piece.

“having a good time”, The measure of a successful party is by how 
many people passed cut. Yet, traffic crushes are the greatest single 
cause of death for ages 6 10 28. Almost half are aloohol-related. 
Also, alcohol and tobaceo together kill more than 50 times the 
number of people killed by cocaine, heroin and every other drag 
cambined 


The people in the emergency room, the orderlies, the surses, the 
doctors, who have been working straight for 18 hours, are used to 
the abuse they get fram those who had too much and blame 
everyone else. Hhow the flack did I pet here’? Why do you wane to 

| know my birth dase? (never asked you to bring me here. Get away 
from me you asshole! Those of ws who aren't drunk feel totally 
powerless. No onc tells us anything, except that they are really 
busy. Those of us who cane in with this one friend cam hear her 
yelling om the other side. The other gay who came in because he 
was drunk is having seizures. We all respect freedom so much that 
we don't think we can do anything. We've also seen these guys get §f > 
out of control so many times that it is just what we expect from 
them by novw 


Maybe they will die the next time. Beat people dig all the time, 
right? There certainly isn't anything [ can’t do, Yes. 1 cam speak the 
truth, and when I'm angry with them | can say #0 and tell them 
why. [can refese 10 suppoet their drinking by either giving or even 
handing them a drink. [ can inform neyself.

From outside the Bill Graham Civic Auditorium you can hear the bass rumble and the music as crisp as it was if you were listening 
to a little boom box. The crowds of people lined up in double lines wrapping around the front and side of the building and spanning 
as far as two city blocks further. Everyone was excited to get in and pack the house with the capacity of 10,000 which was maxed 
out. As you get towards the main entrance you can see the green lasers scan the air and occasionally hit some iridescent fabric art 
sculptures. The music was much clearer and louder. The biggest room was in direct eyes view from the entrance to tease the party 
goers with the anticipation of what is to come. The main room, bigger than a football size stadium with hundreds of bleachers at 
the second and third stories packed with people, was lined with booths and venders from all around. Surrounded by 50,000 watts 
of speakers that pumped only the best in high energy trance, the very end of the room was the five foot raised stage where the 
artists and Djs performed.

If you walked into the last room, the main 
attention was focused on the video screen that played all the retro video games like Pac-man and Centipede. This was 
the break-beat room, which featured the talent of Ghost & Frank Nitty and Stareyes. 

This event, which lasted for about eight hours, was packed from the beginning to the end. Skills threw one 
hell of an event that brought diverse talent from around the globe and gave the people what they advertised plus 
some.

Since my parents never had any of their records or cared one way of the other about 
them, I wasn’t exposed to them at an early age like I was with so much other music 
from the same time period, What I did hear Was invariably the same tlred old 
classic rock hits on the radio, and those wore out their welcome before I even had 
a chance to like them. The Who I was most familiar with was the grandiose, Tomny 
and beyond-era Who, which I hated. I especially couldn’t stand the cocky, preening 
front-man 1I assumed Roger Daltrey had always been. I thought the ides of 4 rock 
opera about a deaf, dumb, and blind kid who played a mean pinball was incredibly 
stupid. I saw the movie and was even more embarrassed for them and confused by its 
long-standing popularity. I have never been impressed by a band destroying its 
equipment at the end of a gig You want to Go something revelu 

guitar to a kid in the audience, who may be inspired to create his or her own music. 
' i know it’s a standing rock cliché, which some people still seen to get off on for some reason, but to 
ne smashing your instrument into bits is both selfish and insulting to the fans without whorm you'd have 
no audience. So anyway, having said that, you can imagine how surprised I was to find [ really really 
enjoyed this. i had heard their early stuff as the High Numbers and liked it well enough, but it didn’t 
blow me away or anything.
